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Request for Information 

1 . Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 05 to provide the following information that the 
examiner has determined is reasonably necessary to the examination of this application. 

2. A more comprehensive description of the conditions for performing the methods of the invention is requested. Specifically, the 
conditions used for applying electrial potential to aluminum electrodes, such as that used in Figure 6, is requested. Though the 
Specification states that +10V is applied to the aluminum electrodes for 10 minutes (page 9, lines 22-2S), there is no mention of 
measurements of current. Was any attempt made to measure current, and how much, if any, current was detected? Finally, what 
difference, if any, is present between the device of Yu (U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2004/0033496),
